Springfield, 111., Oct. 1 8 .-—In a 
proclam ation, 
G overnor 
Frank O. L o w d en today d esign a ted M onday, October 37, as 
A m ericanization day in Illinois. 
O bservance o f th e date, the a n n iv e rsa r y of the birth of the 
late T heodore R oosevelt, is part 
o f a nationw ide program . 
'The p roclam ation reads as follo w s: 
“ W e are lea r n in g as we n ev er learned before th at the 
greatness o f A m eric a is m easured n o t so much by its w ea lth 
or its natural resou rces, as by th e q u a lity of its citizen sh ip . W e 
have boasted to o m uch in the past of our grow th in p op u la­ 
tion, and h a ve been too careless of th e A m ericanization of our 
population, 
it m atters little w h e th e r w e have a few m illio n s 
more or less p eo p le. 
It m atters e v e r y th in g that all our people 
shall he Im bued w ith the A m erican spirit, shall be m ov ed by 
American id e a ls of go vern m en t and be devoted to the A m e ri­ 
can flag. 
Our g a tes have been flung w id e open to th e liberty- 
loving p eoples of th e earth, w h o h a v e sought refu ge from 
tyranny and op pression . 
Our c itize n sh ip has been en larged 
and stren gth en ed by the influx of fo re ig n blood. 
Our civ iliza ­ 
tion has been en rich ed by the 
c o n trib u tio n s 
our 
im m ig r a n ts 
have brought. 
B u t not all w ho h av e com e from foreign lands 
have becom e t r a n s m u t e d into A m erican s. 
It has been partly 
our own fault. 
W e have been ca r e le ss of the co n d ition s su r­ 
rounding th em w hen they arrived.

Style Tendencies 


For Fall and Winter in 
Ladies’ Suits 


The question of the line along which 
tailored fashions will develop, which 
has been agitating fashion designers, 
is now solved. 


Fitted Effects in Tailored Suits 
In the jacket and skirt of suits the 
fitted line predominates. 
There has 
been much discussion 
as 
to what 
would be the effect on tailored cos­ 
tumes of the adoption of the stiffened 
hip. Obviously, if this fullness at the 
hips—and not only fullness, but stif­ 
fening as well— is applied to the skirts 
of two-piece suits the jackets will have 
to be cut on radically different lines 
from those in use during the last few 
years. 


The fitted line, with a much curved 
underarm seam and shaped pieces at 
front and back, is already the vogue; 
but even thus will not be sufficient to 
provide for the exaggerated and stif­ 
fened fullness at the hips of the dress 
skirts, if this idea is applied to suit 
skirts.

The market is still short of wool

Simplicity is the keynote for fall 
arui winter tailormade styles. 
At the 
same time, variety and marked indi­ 
viduality of treatment obviate any 
similarity or sameness. 
The coats already exhibited first 
clearly dominate the straight-line sil­ 
houette, sleeves with deep armholes, 
and large high-rolling collars. A few 
of the egg-silhouettes and a few with 
a slight tendency to flare are show’n, 
together with some new and hand­ 
some interpretations of the blouse 
coat.

The suits shown thus far are in line 
with the style tendencies which will 
have general adoption for American 
distribution; that is to say, many of 
the skirts are ankle length, about sev­ 
en or eight inches from the floor, and 
wide enough for comfort. Many of the 
coats come to within three or four 
inches of the hem of the skirt and are 
built on fitted lines. 
Armholes and

suggested by a narrow belt tied at the 
side or front.
